The miners who were cap- 
tured will be tried to-morrow in the 
zircuit court at Clinton. About 4 
o'clock Sunday morning the Chickasaw 
guards, who were protecting the bat- 
tery, were approached by a »>ody of 
men, presumably minors, whom they 
challenged, and failing to get any re- 
sponse, fired on them, when they dis- 
appeared in the darkness. It was too 
dark to determine just who they were, 
but the? were supposed to be a body of 
miners who had sneaked down from the 
mountains and were attempting to spike 
the battery. 

Fresh prisoners are being brought in 
every few minutes. Gen. Carnes In- 
structed his men to show no quarter 
where resistcnec is offered. Said he: 
"If they offer to shoot at you, shoot 
them down like dogs, and leave them 
for the hogs to eat I'll see that their 
bodies are not moved. No law iu Chris- 
tendom will convict you for killing 
these villains in self-defense. They 
would kill the last one of you if they 
had a chance, and I want you to show 
no quarter when they resist" 
' The situation is unchanged, but the 
trouble is far from over. Some of the 
most Ucsperete n-iners, who have not 
been captured, have told some of their 
friends that they would hove revenge.
